MICHIGAN BELL OFFERS NEW 
TYPE EXTENDED SERVICE 
TO CHARLEVOIX COUNTY 


The Michigan Bell Telephone Com- 
pany has revealed that it will petition 
the Michigan Public Service Commis- 
sion the latter part of August for a 
$10,400,000 annual increase in rates. 

Cc. L. Johnson, manager for the 
company, said the proposed rate in- 
crease would be applied to every ex- 


change in Michigan Bell territory a”. 


virtually every type of service in or- 


der that “the increased costs of do-- 


ing business. .be shared by all tele- 
phone users.’ 

While ae for a rate increase, 
the company will propose a new type 
of extended-area service ‘that will 
permit users to call nearby exchanges 
“with the same community of inter- 
est”? without paying toll charges, 
Johnson said. Under the proposal, 


to Boyne City and Charlevoix with- 
cut the levy of a toll charge. Like- 
wise, users in those communities 
could call East Jordan without pay- 
ing such additional charge. 


Pointing out the new service would. 


open up an entirely new opportunity 
for telephone users of this commun- 
ity, Johnson said the proposal recog- 
nizes the war and postwar trend to- 
ward commuting between nearby 
communities for employment, trade, 
and recreation. 

“The need for liberalizing ealling 
privileges between exchanges with 
the same community of interest has 
been evidenced by numerous. re- 
quests for enlarging exchange boun- 
daries and petitions from many or- 
ganizations asking that service to the 
larger centers be included in local 
service charges,” Johnson — said 
“They also have been substantiated 
by statewide studies of the use by 
our customers of short-haul toll ser- 
vice to nearby communities. It is in- 
dicated that telephone users gener- 
ally are willing to pay higher ex- 
change rates in return for wider call- 
ing area.” 

The company is proposing a reclas- 
sification of outstate exchange area 
‘nto 8 ‘groups, depending upon the 
number of main-station telephones 
(exclusive of extensions) in the ex- 
tended-calling area. Those’ groups 
ange from calling areas with 800 
or fewer main telephones to those 
with 50,001 to 100,000 main _ sta- 
tions. The present classification of 7 
groups does not apply to extended 
calling areas and embraces exchan- 
ges with only 10,000 or fewer main 
telephones. 

Johnson pointed out that, “under 
the new proposal, the East Jordan 
calling area would be in a classifica- 
tion with those of 1,601 to 3,000 
main stations, the extended area here 
having 2,409 main telephones. In the 
same classification are such extended 
areas as will be associated with the 
Gladwin, Mackinaw City, Manistee, 
Cheboygan, and Leroy exchanges. 

Unrider the company’s’ proposal, 
monthly residence rates here would 
be increased as follows: 

Individual-line flat-rate service, 
from present rate of $1.75 to pro- 
posed new rate of $2.75; 2-party flat- 
rate, from $1.65 to $2.25; 4-party- 
line flat-rate, from $1.45 to $2; and 
rural-line residence service, from 
$1.50 to $2. : 

Proposed increases for business 
services are: Individual-line flat-rate, 
from $2.50 to $5 a month; 2-party 


flat-rate, from $2 to $4; and rural- 


line business service from $2.25 to 
$3.25 a month. The basic rate for 
orivate branch exchange trunk ser- 
vice would be increased to 150 per 
cent of the monthly charge for in- 
dividual line flat-rate business ser- 
vice compared with the present rate 
which is 120 per cent of such charge. 

Johnson emphasized that the com- 
pany will seek to clear up rate ineq- 
uities as between communities of: 
zomparable telephone development. 
He pointed out that a Commission 
order of 1942, while dissolving such 
inequities in exchanges where char- 
ges were above the levels fixed in 


|the rate schedule at the time, made 


no increase in exchanges where rates 
were below such levels. East Jordan 
users, he added, have been paying 
rates for years that are on the low 
-side when the telephone development 
and calling opportunity within the 
exchange are taken into considera- 
tion. 

Of the $10,400,000 rate increase 
scught by the company, $3,051,000 
would apply in upward local service 
rate adjustments outstate; $2,655,- 
000 in Detroit; $408,000 in Detroit 
suburban exchanges; $2,902,000 in 
increased charges for long distance 
ealls within the state; and an in- 
crease of $1,384,000 in miscellan- 
eous service items such as switching 
ind equipment charges. 

Proposed changes in the intrastate 
long distance rate schedule are: 

1. An increase of 5 cents over pre- 
sent charges for distances between 
10 and 112 miles. 2. Reduction in the 
initial calling period (before over- 
time charges) from the present 5

Johnson said the company, in 
asking for increases in long distance 
rates, realized that the Commission 
several years ago ordered intrastate 
rates at that time to conform to in- 
terstate levels for comparable distan- 
‘es. He pointed out, however, that 
there is now a differential on intra- 
state rates in most other states in the 
recognition that the long distance 
service within the state should con- 
tribute more of its share in meeting 
the overall costs of providing tele- 
phone service. 

“If intrastate rates are not in- 
creased,” he emphasized, “it will be 
necessary to increase the rates for 
local exchange service still higher. 
Such an alternative would place an 
unfair share of the burden on that 
type of service, many users of which 
would be the least able to pay.” 

Johnson said the: new rates “are 
no higher than necessary to provide 
good service to all who want it. The 
increases are necessary to: permit the 
company to catch up with rising 
costs of doing business. In general, 
telephone rates of today are the same 
as in 19387, or even lower, although 
the cost of almost everything used in 
providing telephone service has risen 
sharply. 

“Wage costs are now four times 
what they were 10 years ago with 
postwar wage adjustments 
boosting such costs by $11,000,000 
a year. Taxes have more than doub- 
led since 19387. The extent to which 
the cost of materials and supplies has 
advanced is indicated, in part, by an 
inerease in our 5-year postwar con- 
struction program from an original 
estimate of $150,000,000 to a pre- 
sent outlook of $220,000,000. 

“Revenues, of course, have -gone 
up too — in fact 2% times the am- 
ount in 1937. But the total of all our 
costs hag trebled in the same period. 
As a result, Michigan Bell’s return 
on investment has slipped more than 
a third under the level of 10 years 
ago. 

“The return on investment today 
is on a dangerous downward trend.

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Ragweed Control 

Helps State Hay 
Fever Sufferers 


Those sneezy hay fever days may 
be on the way out for some people 
thanks to experiments by Dr. B. H. 
Grigsby, - Michighn ‘State eoneee 
botany. specialist. 

During the summer and fall, many 
areas in Michigan are covered with 
a heavy growth of ragweed which 
produces a large amount of pollen. 
This pollen is airborne and causes 
hay fever in five to ten percent of 
the population. | 

Ragweed areas, however, usually 
are found on fallow lands, roadsides, 
and other uncultivated areas where 
a cover of vegetation is needed to 
prevent soil erosion. A program of 
weed control which reduces the pol- 
len production in these areas and 
yet retains the soil-holding proper- 
ties of the native vegetation is de- 
sirable. In his experiments, recently 
reported in the Michigan Agricultur- 
al Experiment Station Quarterly 
Bulletin, Dr. Grigsby found that 2, 
4-D fitted the need for this kind of 
weed control and could be wsed at 
reasonable cost. 

In the experiments, ragweed was 
killed by a single application of 2,- 
4-D at a concentration of 1 part of 
the weed killer to 1000 parts of wa- 
ter. Pollen production by old plants 
was stopped, but plants were not im- 
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mediately killed, by spraying with a 


concentration of 1 part of weed kil- 
ler per 2,000 parts of water. No pol- 
len was formed at all when plants 
were sprayed with a 1 part of weed 
killer per 4,000 parts water at the 
stage of growth just before flower- 
ing. :

Congress Onits 


Amid a.confused welter of flaring 
political temperaments. back-slap- 
ping and singing, the 80th congress 
brought its frenetic first session to 
a close and immediately began 
looking forward to blistering issues 
which will face it when it recon- 
venes on January 2. 3 

Awaiting the attention of the sec- 
ond session with all the equanimity 
of a powder keg will be the ques- 
tions of personal income tax reduc- 
tion and’ new billions for foreign 
relief. 

Adjournment, 
after congress had worked on a 
Sunday for the first time in modern 
history, followed a seven-month 
session that saw the legislators: 


_ 1. Enact the Taft-Hartley la- 
bor law over President Tru- 
man’s veto. 

2. Try doggedly but unsuc- 
cessfully to achieve passage of 
two income tax-cutting bills, 
both of which were effectively 
vetoed. 

3. Appropriate 1.4 billion del- 
lars for foreign aid.

In the meantime, about half the 
congressmen -will spend the time 
until January 2 working in commit- 
tees to investigate such. things as 
the housing shortage, high prices 
and the nation’s ability to give fur- 
ther material assistance. 


DEFENSE: 
Inexpensive 

James Forrestal, nation’s first 
secretary. of defense under the new 
armed forces unification act, 


pledged. that reorganization of the 
army, navy’ and air force will be 


‘carried out as inexpensively as pos- 


sible. 
Although he foretold of eventual 


savings as a result of unification,’ 


Forrestal stressed that immediate 
economies are ‘entirely conjec- 
tural” and that results would not be 
“immediate or miraculous.’’ He 
said he will attempt to keep his 
administrative staff small and ex- 
penses down. 


Something New in Round -the-World Flights 


Attempting a feat never before 
tried in an airplane of less than 575 
horsepower, two modern Magellans 
took off from New York to begin the 
first leg of a round-the-world flight 
in two Piper Cub cruisers. 

George Truman, veteran pilot! of 
19 years’ experience, and Clifford 
V.-Evans Jr., former AAF B-25 
pilot, are flying the two 100-horse- 
power sport planes on the unique, 
“globe- circling jaunt.

“Death came along and. hit. 
these men- so fast they never 
knew it. You could tell. We saw 
their bodies.

But at the cost 
of 27 lives, the tragedy—occurring 
four months, almost to the day, 
after the Centralia debacle—appar- 
ently was not going to be written 
off with such technical ease.

HISTORY: 


Lincoln’ s Papers 


The exalted figure of Abraham 
Lincoln stood ‘firm and unsmirched 
in American history after the last 
collection of his personal papers 
to be made public was taken from 
a safe in the library of congress 
where they had been stored since 
the death of Lincoln’s son, Robert, 
21 years ago. 

Eager students, historians and 
scholars looked on as Luther H. Ev- 
ans, congressional librarian,. delved 
into the collection of some 15,000 to 
20,000 documents, bound into 194 
volumes. 

As studies of the mass of ma- 
terial were begun, it became evi- 
dent that no startling new events 
in the political career or private life 
of the Civil war president would be 
revealed. Biggest value of the pa- 
pers probably will be in peidging a 
few gaps in history.

Any person who sells or 
offers for sale on any of the streets, 
alleys, wharves, or other public places 
within the corporate limits of the 
City of East Jordan, any goods, 
wares, or. merchandise, or who tra- 
vels from place to place therein for 
the purpose of selling or offering 
for sale any goods, wares or merchan- 
dise, by sample or otherwise, shall be 
deemed a hawker or peddler within 
the meaning of this ordinance: Pro- 
vided, that nothing contained in 
this ordinance shall be construed to- 
prevent any manufacturer, farmer, 
mechanic, nurseryman or peddler of 
meat or fish from, selling, or offer- 
ing for sale, his own work, catch or 
production, by sample or otherwise, 
without a license, nor’ shall any 
wholesale merchant be prevented by 
anything herein contained, from 
selling to dealers by sample without 
license; but no wholesale merchant 
shall be allowed to peddle, or to em- 
ploy others to peddle goods not of 
his own manufacture, except as above 
specified, without the license in this 
ordinance provided. 

Section 6. Any person. delivering 
goods, wares or merchandise which 
have been sold by another, by sample 
or otherwise, for future delivery, 
without license, shall be deemed a 
hawker and peddler within the mean- 
ing of this ordinance, liable to the 
payment of the license fee provided 
for herein, and subject to the penal- 
ties hereinafter provided. 

Section 7. No license issued under 
the provisions of this ordinance 
shall be transferable, and its use 
shall be limited to one person under 
whose name it was issued, and shall 
in no case be construed to give au- 
thority to more than one individual 
to operate under it. : 

Section 8. Any person violating 
the provisions of this ordinance shall 
be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor 
and upon conviction thereof in a 
court of competent jurisdiction, be 
punishable by a fine not exceeding 
$25.00 and costs of prosecution or 
imprisonment in the city jail or coun- 
ty jail not exceeding 30 days, or 
both such fine and imprisonment in 
the discretion of the Court.
